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History's 
Pulitzer Prize 


Winner of the 1955 Pulitzer 
Prize for history was ‘““The Age 
of Reform,’’ by Richard Hof- 

Stadter, profes- 
sor of history 
at Columbia 
University. It 

begins: 
“The United 
States was 
born in the 
country and 
has moved to 
the city. From 
the beginning 
its political 
values and ideas were of neces- 
sity shaped by country life... 
but an agrarian society was fast 
becoming more commercial. The 
more commercial this society be- 
came, however, the more reason 
it found to cling in imagination 
to the noncommercial agrarian 
values. The more farming as a 
self-sufficient way of life was 
abandoned for farming as a busi- 


ness, the more merit men found | 


in what was being left behind.”’ 


Out of this, says historian Hof- 
stadter, grew what he calls “The 
agrarian myth’ which, he de- 
clares, represents a kind of hom- 
age that Americans have paid to 
the fancied innocence of their 
origins. 


Myth 


It was this “myth,” for ex- 

ample, which caused Joseph 
Ritter, governor of Pennsylvania 
in the Jackson era, to have him- 
self pictured in lithograph, in 
broadcloth pants, a silk vest and 
a tall beaver hat, standing be- 
side a primitive plow at the end 
of a furrow. At a 
Calvin Coolidge posed for a se- 
ries of pictures depicting him as 
“‘haying in Vermont.” In one he 
sat on the edge of a hay rig ina 
white shirt, collar detached, 
wearing highly polished black 
shoes under a fresh pair of over- 
alls. In the background stood his 
Pierce Arrow, a secret service 
man on the running board, plain- 
ly waiting to hurry the President 
away from his bogus labors."’ 
' Over the swift development of 
this country as an industrial and 
urban society, and the transition 
of farming from a way of life to 
a mechanized commercial busi- 
ness, has hung the shadow of 
this myth, says historian Hof- 
siadter. It has tended to picture 
rural life as the repository of all 
that is honest and virtuous and 
the cities as places of foppery, 
sloth and sin. 


The presence of this myth has 
been a plague upon our political 
processes and has worsened the 
emotions in times of the politics 
of protest. 

We tend to think, in our time, 
that farming with machines is a 
relatively late development. Not 


“The shift from self-sufficient 
to commercial farming varied in 
time throughout the West and 
cannot be dated with precision, 
but it was complete in Ohio by 
about 1830 and 20 years later in 
Indiana, Illinois and Michigan. 
All through the great Northwest, 
farmers whose ancestors might 
have lived in isolation and self- 
sufficiency were surrounded by 
jobbers, banks, stores, middle- 
men, horses and machinery; and 
in so far as this process was 
unfinished in 1860, the demands 
of the Civil War brought it to 
completion.”’ ; 

The contest between this com- 
mercial farming and the money 
market, with its strangle hold on 
credit, produced Populism ... in 
which the myth, as outlined by 
Mr. Hofstadter, was so potent a 
political weapon. 


To FDR 


After Bryan and Populism, the 
farmer ‘“‘entered the 20th cen- 
tury still affected by his yeoman 
inheritance but with a growing 
awareness of the businesslike 
character of his future.” 

Mr. Hofstadter’s book covers 
“from Bryan to FDR. . . . Popu- 
lism, Progressism and the New 
Deal.”” None may quarrel with 
the basis of his analyses—we are 
no longer an agrarian nation but 
the farmer, though fewer in num- 
bers, has gained in legislative 
power, ‘state by state and na- 
tionally. The conflict is reflected 
in today’s farm bill coritroversy. 

None at all may deny his con-: 
cluding paragraph: “The begin- 
ning of the (second) war meant: 
that Americans, with terrible fi- 
nality, had at last been torn from 
that habitual security in which 
their domestic life was merely 
interrupted by crises in the for- 
eign world and thrust~into a sit- 
uation in which their. domestic 
life is largely determined by the 
demands of foreign policy and 
national defense. Much of Ameri- 
ca . . . grows frantic when it finds 
that even our conservative lead- 
ers are unable to restore (the 
old) conditions...to live in that 
world and its imagined innocence 
is no longer possible.”

Injury Victim May Lose $90,000 


As Supreme Court Reverses Itselt 


WASHINGTON, May 14 W—The 
Supreme Court last fall ruled that 


the New Haven Railroad must pay 


$90,000 to an injured brakeman. 
Today the court reversed the de- 
cision and sent the case back to 
a lower court. 

“Oh my God,” said brakeman 
Raymond G. Cahill, 24, at his New 
Haven, Conn., home. ‘‘You mean 
they’re going to take it away?’ 

The railroad already had paid 
Cahill the money on the basis of 
the first decision and he has spent 
a good part of it. 

Today’s reversal was a 54 de- 
cision. Last fall’s decision also 
was 5-4. The justice who changed 
his mind and swung the court the 
other way was Sherman Minton. 

The minority of four in the new 
decision filed a harshly ordered

Trend to Larger Farms 
Is Part of the Times 


The average American farm is now 56 
per cent larger than it was in 1935 and 
the trend is continuing. Contained in this 
statistic is one of the major issues in 
agriculture today. 

While the trend to bigger farms also 
exists in the South, this region still re- 
tains the largest percentage of the small 
family-type units. But even here indus- 
trialization and competition is causing an 
accelerated consolidation of farms. 

Of almost five million farms in the 
nation today, about two million account 
for 90 per cent of all products sold com- 
mercially. Income per: family on these 
farms is about $6,000 a year. Another 
2,500,000 farms produce little for sale but 
they do provide a subsistence level of 
living for their operators. 

There is another one million farms 
which show an average net income of less 
than $1,000 a year, some with less than 
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$500. The majority of these are in the 
South. They represent the core of the 
region’s problem. 

Eventually, of course, these marginal 
farms will disappear. They will disappear 
in the South as industry moves in to sup- 
ply more jobs. Looking at it realistically, 
they cannot hold their own in compe- 
tition with the large mechanized farm 
units. 


The industrial age with all its ef- 
ficiency means the inevitable liquidation 
of most small farms. Whether this is a de- 
sirable end only the future will decide.

Debt Retirement Rate 
Is Faster This Year 


Those who have feared the continued 
rise of consumer debt can rest more 
easily if conclusions drawn from recent 
figures are correct. They show that al- 
though installment buying has been run- 
ning higher than ever before for this 
time of year, repayments are running 
higher,. too. 

In other words, people are paying off 
their debts at a faster rate than last year 
and the spread between debts and repay- 
ments is being narrowed. After last year’s 
buying binge, consumers dug into their 
pockets for nearly $8,600,000,000 in the 
first quarter of this year to meet install- 
ment payments. According to the maga- 
zine, Business Week, this is 15 per cent 
more than they paid last year. 

In the first quarter of this year, says 
the magazine, installment debt rose only 
70 million dollars in the first quarter of 
1956 compared to 500 million last year. 


’ Even so, the dollar volume of goods moved 


on time payments was up by 8 per cent. 

Consumer spending is well ahead of 
last year, even though there has been a 
decline in certain durable goods lines such 
as autos, 

Despite severe credit restrictions im- 
posed recently, the second quarter of 1956 
seems to be following a similar pattern. 
It has brought about critical questioning 
of the Federal Reserve System’s credit 
restraint at a time when things were lev- 
eling off. Business Week editorially says 
that efforts to keep the business boom 
from getting out of hand now could lead 
to a decline. 

While admitting that the system should 
be ready to use the brakes when neces- 
sary, it repeats its 1953 maxim that “it 
should never slam them so hard that it 
puts the economy through the wind- 
shield.” 

Meanwhile, employment set a new rec- 
ord in April despite layoffs in the auto- 
mobile industry. Debt retirement proceeds 
at a more rapid pace and fears of infla- 
tion from too much credit seem to be re- 
ceding in most quarters.

The Soil Bank Doesn't Ease 


Immediate Income Crisis 


The so-called soil bank plan, or whatever name you want to give 


it, is nothing new. 


It is really a combination of some present prac- 


tices, a variation of other present practices. and practices once aban- 


doned but now to be resurrected. 


The plan has two aspects—short-term and long-term. 


Under the first, the farmer 
would be recompensed for. taking 
out of production altogether a cer- 
tain amount of acreage — presum- 
ably much of it in good land—now 
in major crops in. oversupply. 
Here the great difference from 
present practices would be that 
one crop could not simply be re- 
placed by another in oversupply. 

Under the long-term aspect, 
farmers would be paid to take 
marginal land out of production 
altogether. They would use it for 
soil-conservation and water-con- 
servation activities. 

The government would help out 
not only in payments, but also in 
methods and materials—for in- 
stance, in providing trees for re- 
forestation. This part of the plan 
would invoke arrangement run- 
ning up to 10 or even 15 years. 
It would all, in fact, be an ex- 
pansion of present agricultural 
conservation programs. 

The soil bank idea since it 
was initially submitted has 
seemed a’ sound approach to 
some of the most pressing of 
agriculture’s problems. Its prime 
weakness lies in that it does not 
provide the immediate relief so 
sorely needed by the farmer. - 

High rigid price supports for a 
vear or two would have served as 
an admirable complement to the 
soil bank and offered prompt 
help for the farmer, but Presi- 
dent Eisenhower would have none 
of it. 

‘ In time, the results of the soil 
bank program should work out 
beneficially. The objective, at 
least, is good. It seeks to assure 
that the producer placing acre- 


age in the soil bank will receive 
as much as he would have net- 
ted had the same land been used 
to produce an overabundant crop. 

The hope, of course, is that in 
the end the present oversupply of 
agriculture products will be so 
reduced that in no more than four 
years the withdrawn acreage can 
again be put into production with- 
out depressing prices. 

But that hope can be knocked 
sky high by still higher produc- 
tivity by the acreage remaining 
in cultivation.

Ike Offer to George 
Was Political Coup 


WASHINGTON—The speed with which the Ei- 
senhower administration offered one of its highest 
foreign policy posts to Democratic Sen. Walter F. 


George showed great political alertness. 


There can be no doubt that 


this action, enabling the senior 


Democratic member of the Senate to cushion his retirement with 
an offer of the NATO ambassadorship—an offer sent to the senator's 
apartment an hour before his scheduled press conference—is a political 


coup. : 

The fact that it is a wise, im- 
aginative and completely justified 
appointment does not make it any 
the less politically astute. 

It will consolidate new Demo- 
cratic strength behind the admin- 
istration’s conduct of foreign policy. 

It adds a figure of great per- 
sonal prestige with both parties to 
the Department of State where 
such an acquisition is needed and 
can do the most good. 

It narrows the area of attack 
which the Democrats can make 
on administration foreign policy in 
the coming campaign. 

The deftness with which the 
George matter was handled adds 
to its political impact. The Presi- 
dent had long wanted to have the 
senator in the administration but 
until last Wednesday morning there 
had been no sign that he was not 
going through with his Georgia 
primary battle with former Gov. 
Herman Talmadge. Shortly after 8 
u'clock the wire service tickers 
carried the announcement that Mr. 
George would meet correspondents 
at his office later that morning and 
it was strongly hinted that he 
would announce his withdrawal. 

White House Press Secretary 
James Hagerty rushed the dis- 
patch to the President's desk. Mr. 
Eisenhower, called in Secretary 
Dulles and they quickly agreed on

Big Firms Favored 


In Basic Research? 


WASHINGTON—Every so often our House of 
Representatives is bluntly called up short to ex- 
plore some of the frequently overlooked problems 


use his talents in the most use- 
ful and agreeable manner. Then 
the President called Sen. George 
on the phone to tell him that a 
White House messenger was bring- 
ing a letter to his apartment. 

This enabled Sen. George to 
announce his retirement from the 
Senate with the most grace and 
with the least appearance of being 
pushed by Talmadge, who 
would almost certainly have de- 
feated him in the primary. 

There are two aspects of the 
George appointment which seem to 
me particularly noteworthy. 

The senator is exactly the kind 
of ‘broad-gauged man and foreign 
affairs specialist whom the Presi- 
dent wants this country and the 
other countries to appoint to the 
NATO Council of Ministers. 

Secondly, the naturalness of the 
George appointment seems to me 
to underline anew the artificial 
rigidity of the one-party system 
in the South. In the whole range 
of domesic issues such as taxes, 
spending, anticentralization, fewer 
controls over competitive enter- 
prise, Sen. George’s voting rec- 
ord and convictions are far nearer 
to the Eisenhower administration 
than they are to any Democratic 
national platform since Franklin 
Roosevelt. But the one-party sys- 
tem works against the natural 
alignment of political forces. 


of these times that concern every one of us. This it did recently when 
it took a look into one aspect of the growth of big business control of 
our economy and our government which, strangely enough, is nurtured 
by public money provided by all of us as taxpayers. 


Incidentally, soon after this il- 
luminating discussion in the House 
about the tremendous outlay of 
government money for scientific 
development and research and 
how the bulk of it goes to a few 
giant corporations, ex-President 
Harry Truman coined a phrase 
for this spreading control of big 
business over our government. 
Calling it ‘‘a new feudalism,”’ he 
thus described it in a message to 
the annual convention here of 
Americans for Democratic Action: 

“Centers of private power, be- 
yond democratic control, are ex- 
erting greater and greater influ- 
ence over our national life, driv- 
ing small business to the wal], 
and strangling individual enter- 
prise.”’ 

It was two days earlier ,in the 
House that Rep, Frank Thomp- 
son Jr. (D-NJ) had precipitated 
the discussion of government. re- 
search money and what happens to 
it. Clearly recognizing the need of 
a big scale research and develop- 
ment program, he ‘warned of the 
danger to the free competitive en- 
terprise system in the way the 
Defense Department is funneling 
most contracts to big companies. 

For example, the department's 
figures for the seven months end- 
ing Jan. 31, this year, show that 
only 5 per cent of nearly a bil- 
lion dollars in research contracts 
during that period went to firms 
having 500 employes or léss. 

The increasingly large contribu- 
tion of our taxpayers. to research 
by private companies was revealed 
in figures presented by Rep. 


Thompson. They show that, of the 
$4.21 billions expended for re 
search and development in 1955— 
which compares with $1.78 billions 
in . 1946—the federal. government 
contributed $2.42 billions, or 57 per 
cent. 

Along with the money the fa- 
vored big corporations also get 
other advantages that help them 
to expand their control over our 
economy, as thus explained by 
Rep. Thompson: 

“Obviously these firms that are 
able to have a substantial part of 
their experimental and research 
and development activities fi- 
nanced by the federal govern- 
ment will have a great lead, some- 
times an insurmountable lead, in 
the commercial race. The firms 
that receive the research and de- 
velopment contracts are in a po 
sition to hire, preempt and con- 
trol the available supply of trained 
technicians, scientists and other 
industrial research personnel, the 
supply of which, as we ‘know, is 
now critically short. These com- 
panies will gain the know-how and 
have the inside track with new 
products and new processes. 

“Furthermore . . . when the De 
partment of Defense grants a con- 
tract for research and develop- 
ment work, it actually allows the 


‘private firm receiving the contract 


to take out the patents on patent- 
able inventions it makes with the 
use of government money.”’ i

Other steps are: don’t overload, don’t over-power your small 
boat with a huge gasoline monster that may turn upon you de- 
stroying your boat, don’t pass others close or at high speed, 
and spend as much time as possible sitting down in the boat— 
especially when dropping anchor. 


MORE FOR CHILDREN: The State Game and Fish Com- 
mission, due to a stroke of genius by its chairman, Fred Jones 
Jr., of Dahlonega, will open Dockery Lake inside the Chestatee 
Refuge for children under 16 only each Saturday through August 
between 1 and 6 p.m. Adults will be allowed to accompany the 
boys and girls as bait-tenders, but will not be allowed to fish. 


SALT WATER LICENSES: The way the state license law 
reads now, the game wardens could require salt water fishermen 
to have a license if they were fishing within the three-mile limit 
of Georgia’s territorial waters.

Then there are those 


whose functions are hard to believe even after you've 


seen them. 
But all the world loves a gad- 


get. 

Ones you can’t live without 
are a cooking fork, a turner, 
basting spoon, strainer spoon, 
egg beater, rolling pin, pastry 
cloth, sifter, grater, biscuit cut- 
ter, can opener, measuring 
spoons and cups. These are all 
so basic that they are consid- 


ered equipment rather than ac- 
cessories. 


TONGS 

Then there are tongs for 
transferring and turning food, 
slicers for cheese, french fries, 
tomatoes, lemons and even for 
corn on the cob; basting spoons, 
kitchen shears, vegetable and 
nut choppers, garlic presses, 
molds, jar openers, grapefruit 
corers and multiple slicers and 
shrimp deveiners. 

Fewer home-made foods are 
prepared today, but the em- 
phasis is on perfecting a few 
by use of proper tools, accu-. 
rate methods and increasing 
use of prepared foods. 

A kitchen gadget may range 
from a simple sort of spoon to 
a time and nerve-saving cork 
retriever that conquers. the 
smallest bottle in the kitchen. 

Gadgets eliminate many oth- 
er bottlenecks, too. 

Replacing needle and thread 
for trussing a stuffed turkey, 
fish or steak, there's a spiral 
skewer that turns round and 
round to close in the stuffing 
without a single stitch. 

SPOONS HANG ON PANS 

Spoons that hang on the sides 
of pans save being fished out 
after stirring. The latest thing 
in canned cream openers 
makes a spout for-pouring as 
it opens.

Indian Origins 


Kept in Names 


Well, it seems that those of us who admire the picturesque 
names of Georgia towns and streams need have no fear that their 
origin may be lost to history. 

The Georgia Mineral News Letter, which is published by 
the Georgia Geological Survey, has taken pains to preserve 
them. Since the summer of 1954, reports Chief Geologist A. 5S. 
Furcron, the News Letter has been publishing a series of articles 
by Dr. John H. Goff of Emory University telling in vivid detail 
where we got such lovely names as Rising Fawn (the translated 
name of a Cherokee chief) and Ty Ty. 

The most recent installment of ‘‘Short Studies of Georgia 
Place Names”’ treats of Ball Ground, Ball Play Creek, Chattooga, 
Teloga. and the Cherokee town ‘of ‘‘Quanasee.”’ 


Ball Ground, as we have always heard, got its name from 
the fact that the Cherokees played their version of baseball there. 
And Ball Play Oreek, of course, got ite name from the ritual 
requiring players to plunge into the creek seven time before a 
game started. 

Dr. Goff doubts that Ball Ground in northeast Cherokee 
County was actually the site of a ball ground. 


“This community grew up as a station on the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad,’”’ he reports. ‘‘In all probability, though, there 
was not originally a ball field at the site of the town but the 
name was adopted from a nearby ball ground on a stream in 
the vicinity.”’ 

The name Chattooga with its variations of Chatoogee, Chatuge 
and others, is not so easy. 

“In common with numbers of Cherokee names, the exact 
meaning of Chattooga is not now known,” said Dr. Goff. “If 
early white people had understood the significance of the name, 
they might long since have converted it into some English 
equivalent.”’ 

“Teloga Creek, which runs from a community named Chelsea, 
above Menlo, in western Chattooga County to join the Chattooga 

tiver near Trion, was probably of Muskogee origin, says Dr. 
Goff, The name, he believes, signifies Pea Creek, ‘‘being derived 
from the Muskogee ‘telogi,’ pea, plus ‘hachi,’ a stream.’’ 


“The pea involved in these old names is what ploneer people 
called the ‘turkey pea’ or ‘partridge weed,’”’ wrote Dr. Goff. 
“The plant was prized for its grazing qualities In the wilderness 
days when grass was scarcer than it is now. We even commem- 
orate the plant in English, as in ‘Pea Ridge’ on which Buena 
Vista stands in Marion County, and in ‘Peavine Oreek’ and ‘Pea- 
vine Ridge’ of Walker and Catoosa counties. Another such moni- 
ker can be found in ‘Peabottom Cove’ at the head of Brasstown 
Oreek in Union County.’’ 


While Dr. Goff finds the origin of such names by a painstaking 
search of old records and maps, Mrs. Walter Griner of Doerun 
has practically first-hand knowledge about the origin of her home 
town's name. 

About 75 years ago Mr. John Kennedy owned the ridge of 
land where Doerun is situated, she reported. It was covered with 
a fine stand of long leaf yellow pine and was a favorite spot 
with deer hunters because it offered them cover and seemed 
to attract the deer. Thus, Doerun. 

Mr. Kennedy's daughter, Mrs. Jennie Turner, now 83 years 


old, still lives in Doerun and is the author of the story, Mrs. 
Griner wrote.
